Forty-five-year-old King T. Leatherbury 
is a businessman, gambler and chess 
player. He has also been the world's lead¬ 
ing horse trainer for the past two years in 
number of winners saddled. 

Born and raised in Shady Side (Md.), the 
tall, handsome, soft-spoken horseman is 
now broadening his operations to include 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds. 

He will send out 24 mares this year to be 
covered by stallions in Maryland, Florida 
and Kentucky. Also this year he will race 
his first crop of eight homebred 2-year- 
olds. 

If he succeeds as a breeder the way he has 
as a trainer, the entire nation will sit up and 
take notice when the Leatherbury-breds 
start winning big races. Probably not this 
year and maybe not next. But soon. 

Right now he says he doesn't have a firm 
hold on the intricacies of the breeding busi¬ 
ness. "To tell the truth," says the man who 
has saddled more than 300 winners for each 
of the past four years, "the fact is that I'm 
a novice in the breeding game. But I'm 
learning. And I love it. And I do firmly 
expect to make money out of it. I'm sorry 
now that I didn't get interested in breeding 
sooner. It was my father's passion. But I 
kept ignoring it. When he died in 1976, I 
inherited his 12 broodmares. That's how I 
came to get interested." 
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And if Leatherbury's innovations as a 
trainer carry over to the breeding business, 
there'll be some new ideas introduced to an 
industry which is keenly in need of fresh 
thinking. 

Perhaps the best way to understand the 
brilliance and personality of this precedent- 
shattering horseman is to examine the early 
years of his life. 

An only child, he was raised in Southern 
Maryland by a mother and father who 
doted on him. His father, W. Taylor 
Leatherbury, was a tall, gracious and gre¬ 
garious man who operated a well-drilling 
company for money and raced a few horses 
which he bred from his own mares and 
stallions. It is doubtful that he made money 
with his horses. 

"Daddy," says King, "loved to gamble. 
It's something bred into all Leatherburys. 
Even my twin sons (Todd and Taylor, age 
11) are starting to gamble. Not on horses. 
Just betting on things between themselves. 

"My earliest recollection of a race track 
was Marlboro. It had an unusual smell. The 
food cooking at the outdoor stands, I guess. 
I don't know what it was. But I can still 
smell it when I think about it. 

"I went with Daddy to all the tracks. And 
as I got older I started to read the Racing 
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Leatherbury continued 

Form. I'd make my own selections and get 
my father to make bets for me. But I didn't 
know what I wanted to do with my life. I 
never gave much thought to being a horse 
trainer. 

"At the University of Maryland I majored 
in general business. I arranged my schedule 
so that I had two days (Tuesdays and 
Thursdays) with no classes. I spent those 
two days every week betting horses at the 
race tracks. 

"After I graduated (1956), I went in the 
Army for two years. Still no idea what I was 
going to do when I got out. But while I was 
in the Army I had a subscription to the Rac¬ 
ing Form. Of course, it would always get to 
me a couple of days after the races had been 
run, but that didn't bother me any. I still 
handicapped all the races, just as though I 
was going to bet on races that were already 
over. 

"All the time I was in the Army, they had 
me stationed in places where nobody knew 
anything about horse racing. Places like 
Georgia, Alabama and South Carolina. So 
when I couldn't go to the races, I got to 
realizing how much I missed the game. 

"When I went home after my discharge, 
I told Daddy that I thought maybe I'd like 
to be a horse trainer. Except for the horses 
on his farm (Craftwell Farm in Shady Side), 
I had never had any contact with the 
animal. I never rode and was never really 
interested in the horse himself. 

"But I had read everything about training 
that I could lay my hands on. And what a 
waste of time those books were. Even 
Preston Burch's book. It was written for a 
different age. It taught me nothing. 

"Anyway, when I told Daddy what I 
wanted to do, he said: 'Okay, I got five 
cheap horses that I want to send to Sun¬ 
shine Park (now Florida Downs). Why 
don't you take them down there and see 
what you can do?' 

"I took them. Knew nothing except what 
I had read in books, newspapers and maga¬ 
zines. Had a great meeting. Five horses 
running at a 52-day meeting and I wind up 
winning two races. 
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"Oh, it was slow getting started. But I 
learned from my mistakes. I was one of 
those fellows who knew it on paper but 
couldn't relate what I knew to my horses. I 
learned the hard way. And the more I 
learned, the more races I won. And the 
more races I won, the more horses I got. 
Nothing sudden. No great stroke of luck. 
Kept picking up one horse at a time. You 
do good for an owner who's got one horse, 
and before long he'll give you two or 
three." 

Unmarried in 1963, King was training his 
stable at Marlboro when he met Linda, the 
woman he would wed in January, 1964. 

"My first recollection of him," recalls 
Linda, "was that he came up to me on a 
cold morning and said that I looked like I 
was freezing. He offered to lend me the coat 
off his back. I was too embarrassed to 
accept it. But I went away thinking what a 
kind fellow he was." 

King smiles at the story. "I wasn't all that 
kind," he replies. "I just offered it to you 
because you're a pretty girl. There were a 
lot of homely girls shivering around the 
stable area that morning. But I wasn't kind 
enough to lend them my coat." 

Linda was at Marlboro to watch a horse she 
owned. Her parents (Linda's family is from 
Annapolis; her maiden name was Hevener) 
had offered her the choice of an automobile 
or a horse when she graduated from high 
school. Because she loved to ride, she chose 
the horse. But the horse (Hidden Attack) 
soon proved to be too hot to hunt. So she 
sent him to Marlboro to race. 

After their marriage, King and Linda 
lived for more than three years in a house 
trailer on Craftwell Farm, except when rac¬ 
ing at out-of-state tracks. 

When she became pregnant, they pur¬ 
chased their present home in a Levitt hous¬ 
ing development located five miles from 
Laurel and ten miles from Bowie. 

Still training for his father and picking up 
other owners at an increasingly rapid pace, 
Leatherbury moved closer and closer to the

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forefront during the late 1960's. News¬ 
papers were beginning to say that Mary¬ 
land racing was being dominated by four 
trainers—Leatherbury, John Tammaro, Bud 
Delp and Dick Dutrow. They were being 
called the Big Four. 

Within the Big Four, there were two sets 
of friends and two sets of enemies. In a 
way, it was Leatherbury and Delp versus 
Tammaro and Dutrow. 


When 1970 rolled around. King came to 
the realization that his father (who had 
established a reputation for breeding little 
except claiming-class horses) had sent him 
an exceptional 2-year-old. 

The youngster's name was Boone The 
Great. 

As workout after workout began to 
demonstrate the ability possessed by this 
colt. King conferred more and more fre- 
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Leatherbury continued 

quently with his father as to how they could 
best cash a bet. 

Logically, they decided on the colt 
making his first start in New York. New 
Yorkers are notorious for their disdain of 
out-of-state horses. And also Boone The 
Great's workouts would be largely un¬ 
known and ignored. 

But for what price should they run this 
colt? 

In a maiden-special he might get beat 
(catch a potential champion also making his 
debut). And Taylor Leatherbury wanted to 
make certain that he wouldn't lose his big 
bet. 

So on July 2 a maiden-claimer for $8,500 
was chosen. 

The race was run. Boone The Great won 
by eight lengths. He posted a $10 mutuel, 
and Mr. Leatherbury collected his bet. 

But he also lost his horse. Johnny Campo 
claimed him for $8,500. 

"I'll never know for sure," says King, 
"who put the finger on Boone The Great. 


But Big John (Tammaro) brags about how it 
was him. He says he called Campo and told 
him that Leatherbury was shipping up a 
real runner from Maryland. So I guess that's 
how it happened. But it doesn't have to be 
that way. Big John would take credit for it, 
even if he hadn't had anything to do with 
it." 

Before his 2-year-old season ended, 
Boone The Great finished second in the 
Flash Stakes (Saratoga) and was later to win 
three stakes, including Bowie's John B. 
Campbell Handicap. The gelding retired 
with earnings of nearly $200,000. 

"Nothing that ever happened to Daddy 
in racing upset him as much as losing 
Boone The Great," says King. "He was so 
shaken that when he had to change planes 
that night in Philadelphia, he got on one 
going north instead of south. He wound up 
renting a car to drive back to Maryland." 

It took King's father weeks if not months 
to reconcile himself to his loss. Later, he 
would say simply: "I wanted to cash a bet, 
and I got caught trying to make a sure thing 
out of it." 
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Life went on. 

King was developing a different style of 
horse training. 

Rather than spend the early morning 
hours watching his horses gallop or walk 
around the shedrow, he would sit in his 
automobile doing book work. He turned 
some of the authority over to his top assis¬ 
tants while he concentrated on condition 
books and the Racing Form. 

The condition books had to be studied (at 
three or four different tracks daily) so that 
his horses could be entered in the most 
suitable races. The Form had to be closely 
examined, so that he could make reason¬ 
ably wise claims. 

Rival trainers disparaged King as the 
trainer who seldom watched his own 
horses train. 

Responds Leatherbury: "Watching your 
horses gallop is no big deal. Mostly, it just 
wastes time. Say you go out there one 
morning and look at the trainers who are 
watching their horses gallop. What are they 
doing? They're standing there talking to 
other trainers. They're having a bull ses¬ 
sion. Half the time when their horse gallops 
past, they're too busy talking to pay any 
attention to him. Sometimes they don't even 
see him. 

"I think I can find out a lot more by talk¬ 
ing to the exercise boy after it's all over. He 
feels things that are happening under him. 
He knows how the horse went. And the best 
thing I can learn is his opinion." 

If this sounds more like the statement of a 
businessman than a horseman, it's because 
King is essentially just that—a business¬ 
man. And he delegates authority. He relies 
heavily on the judgment of his depart¬ 
ment heads. 

Adds the trainer: "Old established cus¬ 
toms are not necessarily good just because 
they're old and established. This is a 
changing game. And to succeed you've got 
to change with it. 

"I regard myself as a volume trainer. 
Some people call us (here he is referring to 
the Big Three: Delp, Dutrow and himself; 

King's mother, Mrs. W. Taylor Leatherbury, 
welcomes a visit from her grandsons 
at Craftwell Farm in Anne Arundel county. 


Tammaro, a member of the Big Four, 
having left Maryland a number of years 
ago) supermarket trainers. But I think it's 
more accurate to say that we're volume 
trainers. 

"I've got 65 horses in training. I've got 
42 race track employees, not including free¬ 
lancers or any farm help. My race track pay¬ 
roll is about $350,000 annually. 

"My horses are stabled at two tracks 
(Bowie and Laurel). I've got three key men 
(Nate Heyman, John 'Whiskers' Stokes and 
Jerry Walker). They report to me on what 
my horses look like, and the exercise boys 
tell me how each feels. Then my veteri¬ 
narian (Jimmy Stewart) gives me his report. 
My job is to evaluate all of these judgments. 
The decisions are up to me." 

In many ways, the Leatherbury operation 
is reminiscent of an army at war. 

King is commanding general and as such 
is headquarters-based. His lieutenants are 
in the field. It is they who gather facts and 
observations for the decision-maker. 

King charges $22 to $24 per day (depend¬ 
ing upon how long an owner has been with 
him) for each horse and on this per diem, 
he says that he cannot meet his expenses. 
But he also gets 10 per cent of everything 
his horses earn, and in 1978 they earned 
approximately $2 million. 

In recent months, the commanding gen¬ 
eral has moved his headquarters even 
farther from the battlefield. 

No longer does he sit in his automobile 
beside his barn. 

Instead, he is working out of his own 
office in his home. Rarely does he get to the 
track before 9 o'clock. 

His day begins at 6:30. And immediately, 
he gets busy at his desk. 

First, he checks with his assistants at 
Bowie and Laurel by telephone. They have 
had their work schedule since the previous 
afternoon. He may telephone some of his 35 
owners, then make scratches at Bowie, Key¬ 
stone or Penn National. 

Next, he makes final decisions regarding 
entries (after another check with his assis¬ 
tants and perhaps his veterinarian) and 
begins to telephone them to the respective 
tracks. 
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Leatherbury continued 

After two hours of such work at his 
home, he leaves for a 20-minute drive to 
Bowie. (His office is such a highly restricted 
area that he refuses to let Delp, his friend, 
see it because of the innovative charts 
which are hung on the walls beside his 
desk.) 

At Bowie he first interviews the exercise 
riders. 

"If I find that something's gone wrong 
with a horse that I've already entered that 
morning. I've still got time to call them back 
and tell them to tear up the entry slip," 
adds Leatherbury. "My whole operation is 
based on the proper scheduling of my time. 
If I have a secret (other than his off limits 
office) it is proper scheduling." 

Asked about how many stakes horses he 
has trained (Linda gave the answer as 15), 
King replied: "That's a bad question. My 
biggest money-winner was Do The Bump 
(winner of $280,000), but my owners aren't 
the type who buy expensive horses. 
Mostly, they're little people with one and 
two-horse stables. Except for Do The Bump 
(which he no longer trains) and a couple of 
others, all of my stakes horses have come 
up from claiming ranks. 

"My rates are cheaper than most of the 
other leading trainers, and because they're 
cheap I usually wind up with the man who 
has a limited bankroll. Do The Bump was 
my most expensive purchase at $125,000. 
But it took five partners at $25,000 each to 
buy him. And that's why I'm no longer 
training him—five people have a hard time 
agreeing on anything." 

It is highly probable that King Leather¬ 
bury would have been spectacularly suc¬ 
cessful in almost any line of business. His 
mind is knife sharp. His words come easily. 
(Linda, however, reports that he is pain¬ 
fully inarticulate when exposed to a non¬ 
horse group.) 

Even as an owner, he makes money. 

His horses (usually he has six or seven 
in training) race under the name of The Jim 
Stable. The significance of this stable name 
is something of an inside joke. 

Explains King: "Almost since they could 
first talk our twins have called each other 
'Jim.' It's, 'Hey, Jim, you want a Coke?' 
'Naw, Jim, I just had one.' Even today 


when I told Taylor to go outside and call 
Todd, he went to the door and hollered: 
'Hey, Jim! We're ready to leave!' " 

Will the twins become racetrackers? 

"It's up to them," says their father. 
"We're sending them to a private school and 
we expect them to go to college. Right now, 
Taylor says he wants to become a minister. 
But on his last report card, he got all A's 
and B's except for an F in Bible. Todd hasn't 
announced his career yet." 

Had King not inherited those brood¬ 
mares from his father two years ago, this 
article would come to an end at this point. 
But Taylor Leatherbury's breeding stock 
opened a whole new vista—and about the 
breeding game. King is tremendously ex¬ 
cited. 

On a recent cold winter day King drove 
slowly through the snow-filled lanes of the 
200-acre Craftwell Farm which he and 
Linda have purchased from King's mother. 
Mrs. Taylor Leatherbury still lives on the 
farm and was delighted that day by a visit 
from her affectionate grandsons. 

"Daddy was sick two years before he 
died," said King as he cruised along in one 
of his super-big and super-expensive auto¬ 
mobiles. "He sort of let the place run down. 
But I've thrown $30,000 into it, and I can 
sure see the difference, even if you can't. 

"I used to hate this farm and all farms. 
I couldn't see why anybody would be a 
breeder when they could be at the race track 
having fun. I can remember when I'd claim 
a filly and Daddy would ask me who she 
was by. I'd tell him that I didn't know and 
didn't care. All that mattered was how good 
she ran. 

"He'd say to me real serious: 'King, 
you're missing the best part of the game. 
It's breeding your own horses that really 
gives you satisfaction.' 

"Well, I kept thinking I was having 
enough satisfaction at the race tracks. 

"But then when Daddy died I had 12 
broodmares to handle. 

"The first thing I did was go to some 
people that I consider knowledgeable on 
breeding. They went through the list of 
mares and advised me to cull out eight of 
them. So I did that as quickly as possible. 

"That left me with four mares, and almost 
overnight I started paying attention to stal- 



lions, horse auctions and whatever else was 
going on in the breeding business. 

"It didn't take me long to see that Daddy 
was right. I had been dumb to ignore this 
part of the industry. 

"I let my vet (Jimmy Stewart) tout me on 
Dancing Count. I bought a share in him. 
Then I bought another and then I bought 
two more. The value on those shares has 
gone up dramatically. 

"Then it occurred to me that I was letting 
my auditor talk me into investments that 
gave me absolutely no thrill at all. Stock in 
motels, a radio station. Things like that. 
What did they amount to? Pieces of paper, 
that's all. But this breeding business is 
exciting. And by watching the market, I 
was sure I could buy and sell at a profit. 
So I cut back on those motels and started 
putting the money into broodmares. Now 
I've got 24—nine in Kentucky, five at other 
Maryland farms, one in Florida and the rest 
of them here at my own Craftwell. 

"The most I've ever spent for one mare 
was $22,000 (at a Florida auction). The 
cheapest was $2,200 (at a Dickey Farm 
auction). But most of them I've acquired 
through claiming. The highest I've ever 
claimed a broodmare prospect for was 
$14,500. 

"I really believe that the best bargains 
for broodmare prospects can be found 
through claiming. Every night I work at my 
desk (this is the only time that King smokes 
cigarettes) going over the next day's entries 
in search of broodmare prospects. Some¬ 
times I'm at it until after midnight. 

"It was during those evening hours that I 
used to play chess (an unnoticed chess 
board is still set up in his living room) with 
a neighbor. But now I've got no time for it. 
I'm too deep into sales catalogues and 
breeding publications. 

"I never miss a catalogue. I file all the 
indexes, number the catalogues and have 
them on a bookshelf beside my desk. You'd 
be surprised how quickly I can find the 
dam of a filly running at a major track. And 
it's at the race track that you can get a 
promising filly at a wholesale price. Why? 
Because most trainers are like I used to be. 
They don't pay any attention to pedigrees. 
There probably aren't more than three or 
four Maryland trainers who actually re¬ 
search pedigrees. 


"The only thing about the breeding game 
that's really bothersome is the length of 
time it takes to get into production. It's 
been three years since I bred my first mare, 
and those foals are just now coming to me 
as 2-year-olds. 

"And in getting into production, you do 
tie up an awful lot of money. 

"It's not bad to keep one broodmare. Two 
isn't bad, either. But when you're carrying 
24—well that's a lot of money. Of course, I 
knew what the cost was before I got into it. 
But I'm still a little surprised by it. 

"But now that my oldest crop are of rac¬ 
ing age, I hope to get this thing on a self- 
sustaining basis. 

"As far as what I'll do with my home- 
breds. I'll stay loose. I may sell some as 
yearlings or as 2-year-olds in training. And 
I may keep some for racing. My guess is 
that I'll keep the ones with crooked legs, 
and sell the ones that'll bring good money. 
I'm fixed so that I can go either way. And 
there's no financial pressure on me. 

"From what I've seen, money for breed¬ 
ing stock is looser in Kentucky than any¬ 
where else. But horses with strictly Mary¬ 
land credentials don't sell good there. I 
think I'd rather buy Maryland horses in 
Kentucky than in Maryland because they 
sell cheaper in Kentucky. After all, almost 
every horse is a good buy at the right price. 

"I'm known as a businessman, but I've 
got a lot of sporting blood in me, too. I 
don't mind taking a chance on any horse if 
the price is right. And a good horse is an 
extremely liquid asset. 

"Buying breeding stock is like sitting 
down at a poker game where the stakes are 
high. You don't have to win every hand to 
make money. You've just got to make the 
right decisions when the pots are big." 

And what does wife Linda say about life 
with this record-setting horseman? 

"I jog five miles every day," she says, 
"just to get the telephone calls swept from 
my mind. You can't imagine what it's like 
to live in a house where the telephone rings 
incessantly. King has 35 owners and all 35 
of them want to talk to him every day. 

"I wish we could all sit down and eat one 
dinner together that's warm. Just once. It 
would be an unforgettable treat." 

Not to King, it wouldn't. □

Mr. Zinman, owner of Terrific Son, is an insurance broker 
living in Jenkintown, Pa. Delloso has been his trainer for ap¬ 
proximately 20 years. 

"I bought Terrific Son's dam for him at the 1971 Keeneland 
Fall Yearling Sales," recalls Tony. "She is by First Landing and 
cost $4,700. But she never got to the races for us. Foundered 
from medication. Terrific Son is her second foal. He was drop¬ 
ped at Jim Lewis's Pennyacres Farm and was raised there, too." 

Delloso, who lives in Westminster, is married and has a 24- 
year-old stepson. Mrs. Delloso is employed by the Social Secu¬ 
rity administration in the investigation division (a Grade 7 
employee). 

Tony trains a 14-horse stable for four different owners and is 
stabled now at Pimlico. 

About Terrific Son, he has nothing but praise. 

"Completely sound, never even bucked his shins," says the 
trainer. "That one bad race he ran in January doesn't mean 
anything. He couldn't handle the track. (The race was 
Aqueduct's Rockaway in which Terrific Son finished a distant 
fourth as odds-on favorite over a sloppy track.) 

Sired by George Lewis (a son of Envoy who is a son of Bold 
Ruler), Terrific Son is out of Robin's Sprite, a daughter of First 
Landing. 

Mr. Zinman maintains the only two broodmares he owns in 
Maryland on a year-round basis. They are regularly quartered 
either at Pennyacres or Thornmar Farm (at the latter farm stands 
the stallion Dancing Count, in whom Mr. Zinman owns two 
shares). 

Terrific Son won five of his eight starts as a 2-year-old, finish¬ 
ing worse than third only once. 

"He's an absolutely top colt," says his trainer. "From here on 
out, all I can do is hope that he stays sound and does what I 
expect him to do." □

1V1 anagement at Pimlico is working 
hard to ease a frustration long experienced 
by racing fans: parking. Houses in the adja¬ 
cent area have been bought and razed to 
provide parking for 5,000 cars. 

"I think we've come a long way in solving 
the parking problem," comments Charles 
Heise, track comptroller. "Last year seven 
houses were razed along Rogers avenue, 
and more recently we've torn down some 
on Hayward avenue. 

"But we're interested in appearances, 
too. We have an agreement with the city of 


Mrs. Thelma Hatfield, a trainer's widow who 
has lived on Hayward avenue for 26 years, is 
the last holdout in a block which Pimlico has 
bought and razed to increase its parking area. 

Baltimore for the beautification of the area. 
In what we call the Triangle, bounded by 
Pimlico road and Rogers avenue, we have 
installed picnic tables and created a park. 
Neighborhood residents or even fans can 
now take advantage of those facilities free 
of charge. 

"Also, there's a four-foot brick wall 
which faces Northern Parkway. We're put¬ 
ting plants in front of that. And on Winner 
avenue, as well as at Belvedere and Cor¬ 
dova, will be a black chain link fence with 
plants and trees. The project will run 
around $240,000 by the time it's com¬ 
pleted." 

Hopefully, both residents and fans will 
appreciate the project. 

But the story does not end there, for along 
Hayward avenue near the track's clubhouse 
entrance stands a lonely brown shingle 
house. The two-story structure catches 
one's eye not by reason of its size or shape, 
but because it is the only house standing on 
that side of the street—the others having 
been demolished to make room for the 
parking lot. 

The house's owner, Mrs. Thelma Hat¬ 
field, has lived there for 26 years. "My hus¬ 
band John was a trainer," she explains, and 
we moved here in the fall of 1951 with the 
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intention of staying only through the 
winter. We had to do a lot of work even to 
make the place fit to live in. Well, John died 
that spring and I got rid of the horses and 
the tack and everything. Then I remodeled 
the house so I could rent rooms to horsemen 
when Pimlico was running. Been here ever 
since." 

Recalling her husband's horses, Mrs. 
Hatfield says the best horse he trained was 
Challamore in the early forties. Cherrydale, 
she says, was the most outstanding horse 
he owned and trained. 

There are three Hatfield children: 
Timmy, who is still associated with horses 
professionally, Thelma and Barbara. 


"Yesterday Barbara came down and we 
watched the wreckers knock down the 
house next door. I thought the wall was 
going to cave in on my house, but it just 
pushed the fence over. Now today I don't 
have water because they did something to a 
pipe over there. The gas line is all right 
though. At least there's heat. 

"The children want me to leave because 
I've been robbed a couple of times, and 
hoodlums break my windows and do 
things like that. But if I did sell, it would 
cost so much to find another place. Not that 
I need a mansion, but with today's 
prices. . . Her voice trails off, and she 
gazes thoughtfully at the parking lot. □

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Prices Down, 
Market Strong 
At Winter Sale

The only thing good about the 13th 
annual Maryland Winter Mixed Sale held 
early this month at Timonium was the 
strength of the market. 

This statement may seem hard to justify 
in view of the sale's statistics (the gross was 
down 37.6 per cent from 1978's auction), 
but those close to the sales ring were in near 
unanimous agreement that the market was 
extraordinarily strong. 

The answer to this apparent contradiction 
was the quality of the catalogue. This year's 
offerings didn't come close to matching the 
worth of the 1978 group, and, as a conse¬ 
quence, prices tumbled. 

Peter Jay, a former president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association, sold the 
top priced animal, receiving $30,500 for a 
yearling filly by Rollicking out of Hill Cat 
by Hillsdale. The filly is a half-sister to 
stakes winner T.V. Hill and also to stakes- 
placed Our Hermis. 


The buyer was Mrs. Cynthia Cannon 
Cogswell, owner of Closeburn Farm in 
Millbrook, N.Y. Mrs. Cogswell is well 
known to Marylanders, having been the 
owner of Marchized when he won the 1954 
renewal of the Maryland Hunt Cup. She 
currently races a stable in Europe and has 
horses in training locally with J. B. Secor. It 
is to Secor's stable that the Rollicking filly 
will be eventually delivered. 

Second best price of the two-day sale was 
attained by Rumor Mill, a 7-year-old 
broodmare consigned by Kimball C. Fire¬ 
stone's Glenstone Farm. Rumor Mill, a 
daughter of Drone, is a full sister to stakes 
winner Groan. She was sold in foal to 
Christopher R. and was bought by Dr. A. 
Don Wolff of Polkville, N.C., on a bid of 
$25,000. 

A total of 170 horses were sold for a gross 
of $574,400 and an average of $3,379. The 
gross was 37.6 per cent less than last year's 
$921,400, and the average showed a drop of 
16.7 per cent from last year's $4,059. 

A capacity crowd packed the sales pavil¬ 
ion on both nights. Although the weather 
was cold, snow did not fall until the day 
after the sale concluded.

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Heather Hayes 
New Owner Of 
A Broodmare

for the past three years. Heather B. 
Hayes has been one of the keenest observ¬ 
ers of Maryland auction sales. She has 
selected horses on which she wanted to bid, 
has approached consignors offering some¬ 
what ridiculous pre-sale trades and has 
even been known to shed tears when an 
animal she badly wanted was sold to an¬ 
other person. 

During all those years. Miss Hayes never 
made a single bid. 

It wasn't that she lacked self-confidence, 
it was more a matter of not having any 
money. After all, 13-year-old girls rarely 
find money growing on trees. 

But for the past three years. Heather has 
been working hard on her parents' Upper 
Marlboro (Md.) farm. Her father, John, is a 
veterinarian and on his 110-acre Recupera¬ 
tion Farm there are 18 horses. 

When not in school. Heather has been 
employed by her parents, working with 
their horses. Saving her salary almost to the 
last penny, she has accumulated a bank ac¬ 
count of approximately $2,500. 
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So when the Maryland Winter Mixed Sale 
was held early this month. Heather re¬ 
garded herself for the first time as some¬ 
thing more than an interested observer. 

She wanted a broodmare. She intended 
to buy one. And, needless to say, she took 
the business seriously. 

For days on end she studied the 
catalogue, finally narrowing her choices to a 
dozen head. Then, accompanied by her 
mother and father, she visited the sales 
barns and inspected each of the 12 brood¬ 
mares. That evaluation for conformation 
narrowed her list to four. Their Hip Num¬ 
bers were 35, 83, 98 and 115. 

Hip No. 98 was her top selection. 

Heather knew that the mare would not be 
within her $2,500 bankroll. But she had an 
ace in the hole. Her father, delighted with 
her diligence and single-minded purpose, 
told her that he would lend her $2,500 of his 
own money—thus increasing her limit to 
$5,000. 

Explains Dr. Hayes: "I didn't want to see 
her get off on the wrong foot by buying a 
cheap mare. It's the good stock that pays off 
for breeders. Bad broodmares are a liabil¬ 
ity." 

One might think that having $5,000 to 
work with would satisfy Heather. But this 
bright, persistent little girl doesn't work 
that way. What she wanted was the best 
possible broodmare she could lay her hands 
on—and that meant Hip No. 98. 

So before the mare (Kimball C. Fire¬ 
stone's Rumor Mill) was led into the ring, 
she begged her father for a bigger bankroll. 
He was talking about buying a second mare 
for himself. Heather said that if they pooled 
their money and bought only one, they 
might land Rumor Mill. 

Dr. Hayes said: "Well, maybe . . . We'll 
see." 

And quite quickly they saw. Rumor Mill 
went to Dr. A. Don Wolff of Polkville, N.C., 
on a bid of $25,000. 

Disappointed but not disheartened. 
Heather could scarcely contain herself while 
awaiting the arrival of Hip 115. What she 
realized was that of the four horses she had 
selected, she was down to her last chance. 

(Hip No. 35 had been bought in by her 
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consignor at $7,000 and 83 had been pur¬ 
chased for $12,000—both prices being be¬ 
yond Heather's range.) 

After an interminable wait. Hip No. 115 
came into the ring. 

Consigned by Pennyacres Farm, Tradi¬ 
tional Hitch is an 11-year-old mare by Dou¬ 
ble Hitch out of Errant Lady by Errard King. 
She has had three foals to race, all winners. 
And she was being sold in foal to Dancing 
Champ, a stakes-winning son of the great 
Nijinsky II. 

Pushing her nervousness aside, the little 
girl who ever so badly wanted her own 
broodmare did all of her own bidding. 
Flanked by her mother and father, she 
raised her hand repeatedly to signify raises 
of from $100 to $500. 

But the more she raised her hand, the 
closer she got to the $5,000 limit. 

Finally, the bidding went to $5,200. And 
the bid was against Heather. 

She turned to her father with tears in her 
eyes. 

What could a father do? 

"Go ahead," he said, "one more bid." 

And that was how Heather landed Tradi¬ 
tional Hitch at $5,500.

Asked after the sale whom she would 
breed her mare to in 1979, the little girl in¬ 
stantly replied: "Friend's Choice at Bob 
Beall's farm." 

But that stallion is standing for a $2,500 
fee. 

Asked if she would pay the full fee. 
Heather replied: "No, Mr. Beall's a friend of 
mine. He's letting me have a free service." 

Smiling, the interviewer turned to Terry 
Hayes, the little girl's mother. 

"How did she arrange that deal?" Mrs. 
Hayes was asked. 

"Oh," replied the mother, "Heather 
backed Bob Beall into a comer one day at 
the race track and wheedled it out of him." 

She's an operator, make no mistake about 
that. 

More On Heather 

Heather B. Hayes is the second of Dr. and 
Mrs. John Hayes' four children. 

She has been foxhunting since she was 5 
and has a C rating with the Marlborough 
Pony Club. 

Her older sister, 17-year-old Marcee, has 
no interest in horses. "In fact," says Mrs. 
Hayes, "I'd say that Marcee is a little bit 
frightened by them." 

Heather's two younger brothers (Shawn, 
11, and Brett, 10) are both riders, but their 
enthusiasm doesn't match Heather's. 

Dr. Hayes is a former whip for the 
Marlborough Hounds and Mrs. Hayes is 
the club's former field secretary. They both 
continue to hunt regularly but have given 
up their official duties so that they can de¬ 
vote more time to the Marlborough Pony 
Club. 

Although summaries for the Maryland 
Winter Mixed Sale show that Heather B. 
Hayes also bought Hip No. 221 (a 4-year- 
old filly named Breakers, consigned by the 
estate of Dr. Donald C. Smith), Mrs. Hayes 
explains that this filly was actually pur¬ 
chased for her own account as a potential 
hunter and combined training mount. 

"Heather's outgrown her pony," says 
Mrs. Hayes, "and she's getting involved 
now in combined training. So this filly was 
bought both for me to hunt and for Heather 
to ride in combined training." □

Brick Martin 
Continues On 
Laurel Scene 

By Lucy Acton 


en the owners of Laurel race course 
asked George H. (Brick) Martin, Jr., to take 
over as track superintendent in 1941, Mr. 
Martin accepted the job with hesitation. 

Those were still Depression years and he 
would be leaving his own successful engi¬ 
neering business behind in Westchester 
county, N.Y. 

The best way to approach this move was 
on a trial basis, reasoned Mr. Martin. He 
decided not to sell his business right away, 
in case he wanted to return. 

Which is ironic, because Mr. Martin has 
never left Laurel since. Not even when he 
retired 12 years ago. Not even when he 
turned 80 last fall. 

Five days a week, year-round, Mr. Martin 
settles into his private office underneath the 
Laurel Turf Club somewhere between 10 
and 11 a.m. He's ready to leave by 2 p.m., 
after tending to some personal duties and 
occasionally consulting with Laurel man¬ 
agement on a problem relating to soils. 

A hearty, distinguished-looking man in a 
herringbone wool suit, Mr. Martin would 
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have a hard time buying liquor if the 
minimum legal drinking age were 75. He 
talks with mellow good humor of his years 
as Laurel's track superintendent (1941-51) 
and general manager (1951-67). He is also 
humble. 

"I'm certainly no authority on turf 
courses," he chuckled at one point. Mr. 
Martin designed the Laurel turf course in 
the 1950's; it was under his watchful eyes 
during the years the Washington (D.C.) In¬ 
ternational was becoming established. 

But Mr. Martin will admit to a fair amount 
of knowledge about soils. First and 
foremost he is an engineer. 

Born and raised in Tarrytown, N.Y., where 
his father ran a hardware store, Mr. Martin 
was graduated from New York University 
with a degree in civil engineering. 

Most of his engineering business con¬ 
sisted of municipal contracts for water and 
sewer lines and roads until the (James) But¬ 
ler family, which then owned Laurel as 
well as the old Empire City race track in 
New York, hired him to revamp the Empire 
City facilities in the late 1930's. That ac¬ 
complished, he was sent to build a new 
parking lot for Laurel. 

Coincidentally, Laurel's track superin¬ 
tendent was retiring at about that time, and 
Mr. Martin apparently seemed like a natural 
choice for the job. He eventually sold his 
business five or six years after moving to 
Maryland. 

When the (Morris) Schapiro family 
bought Laurel in 1951—52, Mr. Martin be¬ 
came general manager. 

Under Mr. Martin's direction the racing 
strip was rebuilt twice: in 1948 and in 1958. 
The second time the track was enlarged 
from one mile to one mile and an eighth, 
and what had been a three-quarter-mile 
steeplechase course became the present 
one-mile turf course. In all instances Mr. 
Martin did the engineering work. He is 
most proud of the fact that all the construc¬ 
tion was done without losing any racing 
dates. 

His other major accomplishment was 
overseeing and consulting on construction 
of the present clubhouse in 1953 — 54. 

The most difficult problem Mr. Martin's 
job ever gave him? "There was only a four- 
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Martin continued 

inch line bringing water into Laurel when I 
first got here. We had to sit in the basement 
and fill up the tanks manually while the 
races were on, then hope we'd have enough 
water when the people came back into the 
grandstand. Getting water into the grand¬ 
stand was a real problem in those days." 

Most of Mr. Martin's experience with 
soils was gained by trial and error, although 
he approached the work scientifically. 
When he built the turf course, Mr. Martin 
and the man who was serving as track 
superintendent at that time joined an as¬ 
sociation of golf course superintendents to 
learn more about grasses, and they also 
took short courses at Penn State University. 

Once, when Mr. Martin was called upon 
to testify for the federal government as to 
the cost of construction for a training track 
the government was trying to have con¬ 
demned, he asked to take the government 
soils course in lieu of payment. 

Early in his career he set up a laboratory 
at Laurel where he tested soil samples from 
race tracks all over the country. "I just 
wanted to see what they were using," he 
explains. The samples were analyzed for 
such things as proportions of sand, silt and 
clay and the sizes of each kind of particle. 
Many of them still exist in dusty old bottles 
pushed way to the rear of a race track office. 

Most tracks do use a different mixture of 
sand, silt and clay on their racing strips, 
according to Mr. Martin, but the difference 
usually arises from the track's location. The 
types of building materials immediately 
available vary from one area to another. 

Soil composition is extremely important 
to a turf course, also, Mr. Martin points out. 
"You have to have enough sand, but not too 
much. Then you have to get the right kind 
of grass. 

"We tried Bermuda and Zoysia and 
neither was successful. Kentucky 31 and 
Kentucky Bluegrass turned out to be the 
best. Then you have to fertilize the grass at 
the right times, and not too much," he 
adds. 

During the summer the turf course is cut 
every two weeks; during the racing season 
it isn't cut at all. "We let it grow to four 
inches or so during racing," says Mr. Mar¬ 
tin. "It doesn't grow that much in the fall 


anyway. Of course the men have to keep 
replacing the divots the horses tear out. A 
turf course isn't necessarily easier to main¬ 
tain than a dirt track. 

"A lot depends on weather conditions. I 
always said the good Lord is the best track 
superintendent. You don't want too much 
or too little rain, and you want it at the right 
times." 

Mr. Martin has traveled extensively to 
learn about the operation of other race 
tracks. Throughout the years he has seen all 
the tracks in Florida, California, Michigan, 
Ohio and New England. Mr. Schapiro also 
sent him to England and France. He even 
visited two tracks in Australia, where he 
says he was actually more of a tourist. 

The chance to be outdoors and traveling 
around was one of the things that appealed 
to him most about racing. 

"I always have liked construction, and in 
racing I had the chance to spend more time 
in construction supervision than I spent in 
an office drafting and working on plans, al¬ 
though I did some plans while I was here. I 
designed the first cinder block barns at 
Laurel—and I put in the whole water sys¬ 
tem including the well, tanks, and lines." 

As both a general manager and an engi¬ 
neer, Mr. Martin figures he got the work 
done more efficiently and saved the track 
money in the bargain. 

He lived on the Laurel grounds, in the 
handsome frame house just several 
hundred yards away from the clubhouse 
side of the track, for 25 years until his re¬ 
tirement. It was a living arrangement he 
and his family seem to have taken for 
granted. 

The two Martin daughters were 13 and 8 
when they moved in and Jane Cole, the 
younger one, remembers the time as "full of 
advantages." 

"We got to meet a tremendous variety of 
people," says Mrs. Cole, who now lives in 
Laurel with a husband and one practically 
grown child of her own. 

"My mother was a dietitian and adept at 
entertaining. There were always lots of 
people coming and going from our house. 
Then there was excitement like Whirlaway 
arriving for a race, or fires in the barns. We 
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rode the tractors and climbed into the barns 
and jumped from the haylofts. 

"1 had my wedding reception in the 
Laurel Turf Club. My father asked me jok¬ 
ingly if I'd like to and I took him up on it," 
recalls Mrs. Cole. Mr. Schapiro gave his 
permission. 

"If there's one thing I admire most about 
my father," she volunteers, "it's his flexibil¬ 
ity. He's always been open to all kinds of 
people and ideas. He's impressed with the 
coming generation and its ideas. He's in¬ 
terested in talking to young people about 
their goals. My father has always been able 
to ride with the times." 

Mr. Martin's other daughter, Judith 
Bosak, lives in Bethesda and has two chil¬ 
dren. His first wife died in 1961; he married 
his present wife, Marie Antoinette, in 
1963. They live in a townhouse outside of 
Laurel. 

A former president of the Laurel Rotary 
Club and former director of the Laurel 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Martin also de¬ 
signed and engineered the area's first 


municipal swimming pool, in 1951—52, 
with the help of Laurel race course as a 
civic contribution. 

He is currently president of the Horse¬ 
man's Assistance Fund and a director of the 
Laurel Building and Loan Company. Most 
of the time he spends at his race track office 
is taken up with work from these two re¬ 
maining obligations. 

But Mr. Martin has kept his good health 
along with his youthful outlook. The only 
activity he claims not to be able to do is "go 
up the stairs as fast" as he used to. 

One thing he used to have—the bright 
red hair that gave him his lifelong 
nickname—has faded to nearly white. 

A man who admits he "couldn't even tell 
you who won the (Kentucky) Derby last 
year," Mr. Martin remembers a lot more 
about race tracks and buildings than he 
does about the horses that ran over them. 
But when the races are on at Laurel, that 
closed circuit television still brings the ac¬ 
tion right into Brick Martin's office. □

Bute-Lasix Report 

The Maryland Racing Commission was 
urged to continue its present medication 
program in a report submitted this month 
by Donald S. Levinson who headed a com¬ 
mittee appointed by the commission to 
study the matter. 

Mr. Levinson is a former member of the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 

His report to commission chairman 
Robert W. Banning follows: 

"After hearing testimony concerning the 
use of controlled medication in Maryland 
from the participants in every segment of 
racing during meetings over the last five 
months held at the three mile tracks and 
Timonium, I have arrived at the following 
conclusions: 

"1. An overwhelming majority, in most 
cases reaching 95 per cent of those persons 
testifying, favored the continued use of 
both Butazolidin and Lasix as it is presently 
used under the controlled medication pro¬ 
gram of the state of Maryland. 

"2. Statistics submitted by Jack DeFee, 
national president of the HBPA, show that 
there were just as many spills and break¬ 
downs before medication was permitted as 
there are now. Also, the figures compiled 
by the HBPA during the first quarter of 
1978 show that the breakdown rate in New 
York, where no medication is permitted, 
compared to that in Pennsylvania, which 
allows medication, was 12 per cent higher 
during this period. 

"3. Dr. Joseph A. Solomon, past president 
of the American Association of Equine 
Practitioners, states that, "Scores of fatali¬ 
ties and serious injuries occurred long 
before use of Butazolidin and if there are 
more spills now than in previous years. 


there have been no figures published which 
prove it." 

"In view of the overwhelming support of 
the present controlled medication program 
in our State, I conclude that it should be 
continued in its present form. However, I 
would suggest that money be appropriated 
by the State to pay for additional personnel 
and equipment to detect drugs such as 
Sublimaze, etc., now being used which 
cannot be detected by our State laboratory."

Although Wise Philip races in New York more 
or less year round, he makes most of his money 


during the winter months—when the really top 
handicappers are enjoying warmer weather in 
Florida or California. During the summer and 
fall last year, the Bill Boland-trained gelding ran 
against horses like Seattle Slew, Affirmed, 
Alydar and Dr. Patches. He didn't win a single 
race against those top horses, but after they left 
town he came into his own. Winner of three 
stakes and $162,000 in 1978, Wise Philip achieved 
his victories in January, February and December. 

In the $50,000 Gallant Fox Handicap the gray 
son of Wise Exchange and Ruth's Nanette carried 
second high weight of 116 pounds (Mister Brea 
was topweighted at 123 and finished third). He 
won by two and a quarter lengths from Proud 
Arion (113) while performing as 13-to-10 favor¬ 
ite. His time of 2:45Vs for the mile and five- 
eighth inner track established a new track 
record, bettering the old mark by four-fifths of 
a second. 

Up until recently. Wise Philip ran in the name 
of Domino Stable (owned by Jack and Ruth 
Streit), but the colors are now registered in Mrs. 
Streit's name. Mr. Streit is a brother of Irving 
Streit, the man who raced On The Sly ($615,290) 
with such success. The brothers have been 
partners for over 50 years in the Streit Matzos 
Company, a New York firm specializing in 
kosher foods. Mr. and Mrs. Streit have owned 
horses for more than 40 years. They were the 
breeders of both Wise Philip and his dam, 
Ruth's Nanette. The dam of Ruth's Nanette is 
Dear Ruth whom Mr. Streit purchased as a 
yearling in 1959. Ruth's Nanette is now owned 
by Bill Albright, manager of Stymie Manor 
Farm. 
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Maryland-Bred Stakes Winners 


Sent to her owner's Red Hill Farm in Leesburg 
(Va.) for a vacation following her impressive 
triumph in the All Brandy Handicap, Debby's 
Turn is expected to return to competition this 
spring at Pimlico. This year will probably be 
her last as a race horse, it being the present 
plan of Helen Wallace to breed the mare in 
1980. 

Mrs. Wallace retired as assistant headmaster at 
Hill School last year. She is now devoting full 
time to her horse farm, except for occasional 
tutoring assignments. Her husband, John, is 
in the real estate business with offices in 
Leesburg. 

In winning the All Brandy, Debby's Turn per¬ 
formed as 8-to-5 favorite and carried top weight 
of 122 pounds. She led for all but the opening 
yards of the one-mile race and coasted home a 
two and a quarter length winner over Cycylya 
Zee (116). Gay Candy (115) was third. Trained 
throughout her long and highly distinguished 
career by Tommy Field, Debby's Turn has been 


a multiple stakes winner in each of the three 
years she raced. Her second dam, Gunny, was 
used by Mrs. Wallace as her personal hunter 
and was occasionally ridden by Mrs.Wallace in 
races at local hunt meetings. When the mare 
became too old to hunt, Mrs. Wallace bred her 
to Cataclysm because she "didn't know what 
else to do with her." The mare's third foal (by 
Debbysman) was Gunnysdeb, the dam of 
Debby's Turn. And her fourth foal (by Turn to 
Mars) was the stakes winner Turn the Guns. 

Debby's Turn (along with her dam and grand- 
dam) have completely altered the lives of John 
and Helen Wallace. They have expanded the 
scope of their breeding activities with new 
barns and fencing and now regard the horse 
business as a major project. 

In addition to Debby's Turn, Mrs. Wallace bred 
and raced Tiny Monk, a stakes winner of over 
$100,000, and stakes winner Turn The Guns 
(who is a daughter of Gunny, the second dam 
of Debby's Turn).

Big Punt turned in one of the year's most 
remarkable six-furlong efforts in Keystone's 
Flintlock Handicap. Opposing such proven 
sprinters as A1 Battah and Tanthem in the Penn¬ 
sylvania race. Big Punt immediately opened 
up a commanding lead and coasted to the wire 
with a 12-length margin over second place 
finisher Tanthem. A1 Battah (topweighted at 
122 pounds) was third in the six-horse field. 
Big Punt (116) was second choice to Tanthem 
(118) at 17-to-10 and blistered the six furlongs 


in 1:08 4 /s—two-fifths of a second slower than 
the track record (set in 1974). The race was even 
more impressive in view of the fact that Big 
Punt had never before competed in a stakes 
race. 

Unraced as a 2-year-old, the bay colt made his 
first start last July at Pimlico, finishing seventh 
against maidens. Ten days later he again con¬ 
fronted maidens and won without being 
threatened. During the balance of the year he 
was to win six more races and was never again 
out of the money. 

Owned, trained and bred by Alec J. Bullock, 
Big Punt is Mr. Bullock's second homebred 
stakes winner, the other being Gay Candy, 
winner of two stakes and nearly $180,000. 
(Mr. Bullock also owned and trained the stakes 
winner Mickey Boy whom he bought in 1956.) 
The dams of both Big Punt and Gay Candy are 
daughters of Prophets Girl. Mr. Bullock pur¬ 
chased Prophets Girl from Mrs. George Brown, 
Jr., also in 1956. The dam of Prophets Girl is 
Mermaid who is a half-sister to Citation. Mr. 
Bullock has been a licensed trainer since 1947. 
He was a polo player in his younger days and 
is one of the few horsemen in Maryland who 
breed, own and train their own stables.

Because he owns a share in Spring Double and 
regularly breeds a mare to that Glade Valley 
Farms stallion, Sture G. Olsson shipped Irish 
Sunrise to the Frederick (Md.) farm prior to her 
foaling in 1973. Mr. Olsson lives in West Point, 
Va., where he operates a lumber business. He 
also has considerable timber holdings. 

Too Much Irish, sired by Flit-to, was slow in 
revealing his full potential. He failed to gain a 
single placing in 12 starts as a 2-year-old and 
was similarily shut out as a 4-year-old in 1977. 
But this year the gelding has worked his way up 
from $3,500 claiming company to become a solid 
horse in $15-to-20,000 claiming races in the 
mid-West. His first start in a stakes race resulted 
in his first stakes win.

Phoebe's Donkey began her racing career in 
October at Bowie in an $11,500 claimer. She won 
that race by ten lengths and closed out her four- 
race 2-year-old campaign in late December at 
Laurel by winning the seven-furlong $25,000 
Cameo Stakes. That win was enough to gain her 


the championship over all other Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old fillies. 

Owned and bred by Dr. Edgar F. Berman, 
Phoebe's Donkey was rejected by the selection 
committee for the 1978 Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing sale held at Timonium. Unable to sell her. 
Dr. Berman (responding to trainer J. William 
Boniface's advice) decided to race her. "That 
was," he now says, "the luckiest decision I've 
ever made with horses during the 12 years I've 
been in the business." 

Dr. Berman, a world-renowned surgeon who 
was the late Hubert Humphrey's personal 
physician, acquired Phoebe's Donkey's dam 
for $2,000 from the late Ben Rosenthal. She was 
unraced, having broken down while training for 
her first start. The mare, Phyllis Weiss, was 
bred to Son Excellence, a stallion in whom Dr. 
Berman is a shareholder. Phoebe's Donkey is 
the mare's first foal. 

Explaining the filly's name. Dr. Berman says: 
"She was always a recalcitrant, stubborn, 
balky kind of horse. When I told my wife, 
Phoebe, that I was going to keep her and put 
her in training, she said, 'You mean you're 
going to race that donkey?' " 

Following her head victory over Aunt Hattie 
in the Cameo, Phoebe's Donkey was blistered 
and turned out at Bonita Farm. She is expected 
to be put back into training in late winter or 
early spring.

Always a decent kind of horse. Presto Presto 
continues to improve as he matures. Last year 
as a 4-year-old he had by far his best season, 
winning two stakes (at Timonium and Charles 
Town) and earning over $51,000. In the $10,000 
Mountaineer Stakes on December 2, the Wil¬ 
liam G. Christmas-trained gelding went off 
as second choice to 13-to-10 favorite Silent 
Joy. Carrying top weight of 120 pounds (com¬ 
pared to 115 on the 3-year-old Silent Joy), 
Presto Presto rallied from seventh position 
to win by a length and a half over the favorite. 

Presto Presto is a son of the good Maryland 
stallion Wise Exchange (also sire of Wise 
Philip, Shawi, War Exchange, Divine Grace, 
etc.) and is out of the good producing mare 
Out of Rhythm (who is also dam of Outa de 
Question, winner of over $75,000).

Because Lady Graustark was booked to Northern 
Dancer, she was sent to Windfields Farm to foal 
her Nijinsky II filly in 1975. Owner of the mare 
was Mrs. George F. Getty II Enterprises of Los 
Angeles, California. Mrs. Getty, who conducts a 
relatively small but high quality breeding opera¬ 
tion, sent Excitable to Kentucky where she was 
sold as a yearling at the 1976 Keeneland Summer 
Sales. She was purchased by her present owner. 
Lion Crest Stable, on a bid of $35,000. Excitable 
is the second foal produced by Lady Graustark, 
the first being The Fabulous One who was ex¬ 
ported to England as a yearling. 

Lady Graustark was a winner of two races at 2, 
earning $15,895. She is out of stakes-placed 
Inyala, dam of stakes-placed Tandala. Excitable's 
fourth dam is the brilliant producer Roman 
Matron, dam of Tuscany and Princess Lygia. 

Excitable's triumph in the Miss Tropical Handi¬ 
cap marked her second stakes win in two 
months.

Smarten is a half-brother to $132,000-winner 
Quadratic, both being bred by Mr. and Mrs. 
James P. Ryan's Ryehill Farm and both owned 
by the Ryans in partnership with other persons. 
Trainer Woodford C. Stephens trained the now- 
retired Quadratic and is also trainer of Smarten. 
He reports that as 2-year-olds, he rates Smarten 
superior to his one-year-older half-brother. 

But Tommy Trotter's weights for the Experi¬ 
mental Handicaps of 1977 and 1978 do not coin¬ 
cide with Stephens' opinion. Trotter weighted 
Quadratic at 119, while giving Smarten only 
110. Be that as it may. Smarten closed out his 
2-year-old campaign with four consecutive 
victories—two of them coming in stakes. His 
final 1978 appearance was in Calder's $25,000 
City of Miami Handicap in which he carried 120 
pounds. Closing resolutely from tenth position 
in the 14-horse field. Smarten won narrowly in 
a tight four-horse finish. Behind the Maryland- 
bred were Lot O'Gold, Bishop's Choice and Spy 
Charger. The margins between those four were 
a head, a head and a nose. Smarten was the 17- 
to-10 favorite and was timed in a highly respect¬ 
able 1:45. 

Smartaire, the dam of Smarten, was purchased 
by Mr. Ryan at the 1972 Keeneland Fall Sales for 
$36,000. She was at that time carrying a foal by 
Creme dela Creme (later named Miss Cream 
Puff, winner of $22,120). Although Smartaire 
had produced six foals prior to Quadratic, none 
of them were stakes winners. Three of the six 
were sired by Nashua.

Plagued throughout his career by injuries and 
illnesses. Pistol White didn't get to the races 
until his 4-year-old season. Before making his 
first start he fractured a cannon bone, and this 
year he came quite close to death following an 
attack of colic. But despite his physical prob¬ 
lems, the gelding named for trainer Charles R. 
White has been a stakes winner in each of the 
three seasons he has raced. 

Trained by Edwin Merryman (son of owner- 
breeder John B. Merryman), Pistol White didn't 
make his first 1978 appearance until October. 


His first four 1978 races were unproductive but 
in his fifth race of the season he regained win¬ 
ning form in an allowance test at Keystone. 
When he captured the Hobson Handicap at 
Keystone, the win marked his third in a row. 

Weighted at 113 pounds in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Hobson, Pistol White took the lead at the 
break and never relinquished that advantage. 
He held a length and a half margin over second- 
place Cisk (117) at the finish with See The World 
(113) a head back in third position. Pistol White 
returned a $9.60 mutuel and was timed in 1:45 
over a fast track. 

Pistol White is out of the Vertex mare Love 
Bunowitz who died from colic after foaling 
Regal Game (by Bold Monarch) in 1974. Regal 
Game, a filly, was a winner for $10,000 claiming 
in 1978. Love Bunowitz's other foals include 
What a Fling (by What a Pleasure), winner of 
over $50,000, and Weehawken (by Duel), win¬ 
ner of over $52,000. The mare was purchased by 
Mr. Merryman at the 1968 Maryland Fall Sales 
for $3,200.

favorite. Third choice in the betting on the one- 
mile race was Perfect Daddy, owned and trained 
by H. Steward Mitchell. Big Punt (123 pounds) 
went out to a long early lead, holding an eight- 
length advantage over his nearest opponent at 
the end of a half-mile. But there was still another 
half-mile to run. And during those final four fur¬ 
longs Perfect Daddy (113) made his move. He 
not only caught the Bullock colorbearer, he 
actually drew away for a two-length tally at odds 
of $17.80 for $2. Big Punt saved second money 
by a length over Gala Forecast (116.) 

The Chewning Handicap marked Perfect Daddy's 
second stakes victory, the gelding having won 
the $18,000 Dancer Handicap at Timonium in 
August. Bred by Dr. Deborah A. Lamparter (a 
27-year-old veterinarian employed by the New 
Jersey Racing Commission), Perfect Daddy is the 
first foal out of Perfect Mix, a daughter of *The 
Pie King. Dr. Lamparter is a daughter of trainer 
Park Lamparter who lives in Dover, Pa. She has 
owned horses for several years, noting that it 
was through the earnings of her racing stable 
that she paid for her tuition at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Lamparter claimed Perfect Daddy's dam. 
Perfect Mix, at Garden State Park in May, 1973, 
for $3,500. In her next start. Perfect Mix won in 
Debby's colors at Delaware Park in a $4,000 
claimer. "But right after that race she got sick," 
recalls Dr. Lamparter. "All four legs blew up, 
she lost weight in an alarming manner—in fact 
within weeks she was nothing but skin and 
bones. She had, obviously, an overwhelming in¬ 
fection of some sort." The mare, then 5, recov¬ 


ered slowly. "I was so down about her," says 
the young vet, "that I would have taken any¬ 
body's suggestion." And, in a few months, a 
suggestion was made by Jack Russell, owner of 
the stallion Daddy Dulin. He recommended 
breeding her to his horse in the spring of 1974. 
After the mare conceived, she was sent to the F. 
Baldi farm, operated by Mr. Baldi's daughter, 
Mrs. Daniel Pompa. The resulting foal was given 
back to Debby at six months of age and the mare 
was retained by Mrs. Pompa. 

"At that time," says Dr. Lamparter, "I was 
partners with Mitch (trainer H. Steward Mitch¬ 
ell) in a farm near Bowie. So that's where Perfect 
Daddy was raised. Later, I sold both Perfect 
Daddy and my share of the farm to Mitch. 
There's no way I can say enough for all of the 
help he's given me."

On the next to last day of the year. Terrific Son 
turned in a race which came close to being one 
of the finest performances by a 2-year-old in 
1978. Installed an odds-on favorite in Keystone's 
Allegheny, the colt took the lead in the first 
furlong after a slow start and continued to 
widen his margin. At the finish of the seven- 
furlong test, he was nine lengths in front of 
his closest opponent (Silent Dignity). His 
time of l:21 4 /s was only 2 ls off the track record. 

Two weeks prior to the Allegheny, Terrific Son 
won Meadowlands' $50,000 Morven Handicap. 
Carrying 115 pounds, he dueled for the lead 
from the start and prevailed by a head over 
Spartan Emperor. Of the nine starters, only 
Clever Trick carried more than 115. He was 
burdened with 122 and finished seventh. 

Never worse than fourth during the entire year. 
Terrific Son showed flashes of absolute brilliance 
in several races. His trainer, Tony Delloso, 
was quoted as saying that he believed the colt 
can win at distances beyond a mile and that he 
will be pointed for the Triple Crown events. 

Terrific Son is owned by his breeder, Jacques 
Zinman, of Jenkintown, Pa. Mr. Zinman has 
owned horses for 20 years and currently has 
two broodmares, both regularly quartered in 
Maryland.

Seaney Bear would have been until recently a 
most improbable candidate for a $50,000 New 
York stake run at a distance of two and a quarter 
miles. His sire. Big Pete, was a sprinter who 
sired sprinters. His dam. Cocoon, was given to 
Dr. A. Edward Verdi because her former owner 
considered her to be nearly worthless. And 
Seaney Bear himself had spent most of his life¬ 
time knocking around in claiming races. But 
when the first division of Aqueduct's rich en¬ 
durance race was run on December 31, it was 
Seaney Bear who led for the entire distance to 
win by a nose from Framarco. 

Becoming the first stakes winner for owner 
Richard R. Rand (owner with other members of 
his family of a liquor store in New York city), 
Seaney Bear earned $31,740 by his victory. He 
had been claimed by Rand for $15,000 in No¬ 
vember, 1977. 

Bred and originally raced by Dr. Verdi, Seaney 
Bear was sired by Big Pete, Dr. Verdi's home 
stallion (since sold at public auction to New York 
interests). Dr. Verdi ran the horse in partnership 
with Robert V. Wagner. They lost him for $18,000 
in 1977 to Joseph Taub's Top the Marc Stable. 
Seaney Bear was claimed several additional 
times before becoming Rand's property. Dr. 
Verdi had obtained the gelding's dam from 
David Brooks after she went barren for three 
years. Brooks had purchased the mare, bred 
by Lazy F Ranch, for $1,700 from Mrs. Henry 
S. Clark. 

Seaney Bear is trained by Vincent Nocella. He 
is the only stakes horse produced from five 
named foals out of Cocoon. Cocoon herself raced 
two years, made five starts and failed to earn a 
dollar. But her dam. Cocopet, was a multiple 
stakes winner.

President's Report 


meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was 
held January 30, 1979, in the MHBA's of¬ 
fices at 201 West Padonia Road, Timonium, 
Maryland. 

The president, J. William Boniface, called 
the meeting to order at 8:50 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai, Jr., William G. Christmas, Hal 
C. B. Clagett, Janon Fisher, III, Robert A. 
Leonard, John C. Mobberley, Hugh J. 
O'Donovan. 


Absent were: Mrs. Richard C. duPont, 
Stuart S. Janney, Jr., John B. Merryman, 
Mrs. Henry Obre, Ralph H. Retler, Douglas 
R. Small, E. P. Taylor. 

The secretary, Mr. O'Donovan, read the 
minutes of the last meeting. They were ap¬ 
proved as read on a motion by Mr. Mobber¬ 
ley, seconded by Mr. Bonsai. 

The president said he would like to begin 
the meeting by having the Board decide 
once again whether it wished in any way to 
censor or otherwise control editorials writ¬ 
ten in The Maryland Horse by the maga¬ 
zine's editor. A discussion followed in 
which it was agreed that the Board did not 
wish to exercise such authority. Mr. Bonsai 
stated, however, that the President's Report 
should note that editorials do not necessar¬ 
ily reflect the opinion of the MHBA's Board 
of Directors, being solely the opinion of the 
editor. 


The president reported that the general 
manager had advised him that a steady an¬ 
nual increase in printing costs was jeopar¬ 
dizing the financial stability of The Mary¬ 
land Horse magazine and that an increase 
in advertising rates was needed. The g.m. 


reported that it had been more than six 
years since rates were last increased and 
that during that time printing costs had 
risen 33 per cent. The printing bill in 1973 
(the first year that the present rates went 
into effect) was $122,492. In 1978, printing 
costs were $177,784. The g.m. also pointed 
out that The Maryland Horse's advertising 
rates are the lowest in the nation for horse 
magazines of comparable quality. He listed 
per page rates as follows: The Maryland 
Horse, $200; Florida Horse , $280; 

Thoroughbred of California , $311; Practical 
Horseman , $385; Horsemen's Journal , $395; 
Chronicle of the Horse, $400; Thoroughbred 
Record, $415; Blood-Horse, $480. Following 
discussion, Mr. Clagett moved that adver¬ 
tising rates be increased to $250 per page. « 
Mr. O'Donovan seconded the motion 
which carried unanimously. 

The g.m. asked the Board whether it 
wished to continue the previously-voted 
policy of having financial reports on a quar¬ 
terly basis prepared by the MHBA's au¬ 
ditor. Cost of the one report prepared was 
$800. The g.m. then read to the Board a fi¬ 
nancial report which had been prepared for 
this meeting by the MHBA's business man¬ 
ager. He said that this report had cost noth¬ 
ing and seemed to him to be adequate. Mr. 
Clagett moved that the hiring of the public 
auditor be terminated and that an in-house 
report be compiled for each Board meeting. 
Mr. Christmas seconded the motion which 
passed without dissent. 

The president then invited Steve Bout- 
well to join the Board meeting. Boutwell is 
employed by the MHBA to work on legisla¬ 
tive matters during the current session of 
the General Assembly. By way of introduc¬ 
tion, the president noted that he was tre¬ 
mendously pleased with the work already 
done by Boutwell in Annapolis. Boutwell 
reported that the MHBA's bill which would 
increase the Maryland Fund income from 
.50 per cent to 1.34 per cent has been intro¬ 
duced. It is number 281 in the Senate and 
611 in the House. The president said the 
legislators' reaction to the bills has been 
"really strong." Boutwell outlined the pro¬ 
visions of the bill while noting that the 
principal sponsor in the Senate is Thomas 
O'Reilly and in the House the principal 
sponsor is Bill Cox. 
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Boutwell said he felt the MHBA should go 
on record as opposing the administration 
bill which would levy a 7.5 per cent with¬ 
holding tax on any $2 ticket worth $600 or 
more. (Or on larger tickets worth a corre¬ 
sponding amount.) He said a hearing 
would be held before House Ways and 
Means on Thursday. The Board instructed 
the president and Boutwell to appear at this 
hearing and to inform the legislators that 
the MHBA is opposed to it. 

The president next asked for the Board's 
opinion as to a starting time for the general 
membership meeting to be held on March 
26. The consensus was that it should begin 
at 6 p.m. 

Mr. Clagett gave his report on the Au¬ 
thority bill which he has been drafting. He 
said that in view of the present condition of 
the bond market, he did not think it wise to 
have this bill introduced at the current ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly. He added 
that he thought Governor Hughes would 
form a committee to study Maryland's rac¬ 
ing industry and that his Authority bill 
might well be incorporated into that com¬ 
mittee's recommendations to the 1980 ses¬ 
sion of the legislature. The Board expressed 
general agreement. 

There being no further business before 
the Board, the meeting adjourned at 10:50 
p.m., on a motion by Mr. Christmas, sec¬ 
onded by Dr. Leonard. □ 


Membership Meeting 

The Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion will hold a general membership meet¬ 
ing in the administration building at 
Timonium on Monday, March 26. The 
meeting is being called for the specific pur¬ 
pose of amending the MHBA'S bylaws so 
that the method of electing directors can be 
changed. 

The MHBA's Board of Directors has ap¬ 
proved recommendations submitted by its 
nominating committee pertaining to the 
method of electing directors and now must 
submit the proposal to the membership for 
ratification. 

Proposed by the nominating committee 
is the following method: 


Beginning with the election of 1979, the 
Board would be divided into three five- 
person categories. The five members gain¬ 
ing the greatest number of votes would be 
declared elected to the Board for three-year 
terms. The five members gaining the sixth, 
seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth positions 
would be declared elected to two-year 
terms. The five members gaining the 
eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth 
and fifteenth positions would be declared 
elected to one-year terms. 

In the election of 1980, only the directors 
finishing eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth in 1979 would need 
stand for re-election. But in the 1980 elec¬ 
tion the five directors elected would be 
named to three-year terms. 

In the election of 1981, only the directors 
finishing sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth and 
tenth in 1979 would stand for re-election. 
Those elected in 1981 would serve three- 
year terms. 

In the election of 1982, the process would 
be completed with the five positions top¬ 
ping the ballot of 1979 again standing for 
re-election. Those elected in 1982 would 
serve three-year terms. 

Directors would be ineligible for re- 
election for one year after having served 
two consecutive three-year terms. 

And the number of names on the annual 
ballot would be limited to 35.

Although few in number, there are 
some foxhunters in Maryland who ignore 
snow, ice and arctic winds on days when 
the hounds go out. 

They think of themselves as being "a 
little bit crazy," but, also, they report that 
some of the season's best hunts have been 


enjoyed on those "impossible" winter 
days. 

My own mother and sister belong to that 
hardy, never-say-die breed. 

And they tell me that on January 16, 
the Green Spring (editor's note: Mrs. 
Richard N. Jackson is a former joint Master 
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of the Green Spring) had an outstanding 
hunt. 

Personally, I wouldn't know. Because the 
ground was covered with snow and ice 
and because the weather bureau predicted 
winds of 15 to 20 miles per hour, I de¬ 
cided to stay home. 

But not my mother and my sister, Sheila. 

They went out, and here is their account 
(in my mother's words) of what I missed: 

"I felt rather good, despite the weather. 
I knew we couldn't damage any crops. 
All that faced us was a terribly cold and 
somewhat treacherous ride. 

"The meet was changed down country 
close to the kennels; hounds were going 
out for maybe an hour. Sheila and I de¬ 
cided to go, if only to lend a little moral 
support. It makes you feel good to arrive 
at the meet and find only one other loyal

supporter; even though we were thinking 
of ourselves as being idiots. 

"We drew the woods behind St. John's 
Church and, for almost an hour, did noth¬ 
ing. Actually, it wasn't too bad because the 
big woods sheltered us from the wind and 
as long as we walked we could pick safe 
footing. A few hounds fanned out but they 
were not very interested and I was sure 
they felt just as I did. 


"When we drew through the Cochrans 
we jumped our one fence of the day. 
Jeep Cochran opened a gate for us off the 
driveway and I remember telling her that I 
was about ready to go in. But in the next 
hedgerow two hounds opened up. A rab¬ 
bit—a tasty morsel! But that rabbit must 
have fired the pack, for within minutes 
another hound opened up and this time it 
was for real. 

"We had 14 Vi couple out and for two 
hours that pack of hounds hunted their fox 
better than I've seen all year. 

"Fortunately they were slow enough for 
us to be able to keep up, and each time 
they crossed the power line we counted 
all but two hounds on the line. There was 
just enough snow cover to enable us to 
watch hounds as they worked the line 
through the woods—and then at times they 
would disappear and we could only follow 
the music. 

"Old Charlie was playing a game as he 
crossed back and forth over the power line; 
several times stopping and looking back 
over his shoulder. Frequently, in our 
anxiety to stay with the pack, we skated 
down hills or rode up almost impossible 
inclines. 

"There was no hallooing, no cracking of 
whips. There were just six of us watching, 
listening and intent on staying with a great 
pack of hounds. 

"This is what makes foxhunting." □

► Shown on the cover was the Stan¬ 
dardised stallion D. W. Spencer, head sire 
at R. B. Browne, Jr.'s Maryland Stock Farm 
at Phoenix. A newcomer to local stallion 
ranks, the horse is shown just after winning 
a handicap at Santa Anita. Seemingly on 
the verge of new successes at 4, the colt met 
with an untimely accident and it was feared 
his racing career was ended. Under the care 
of Guy Crispen, he returned to Santa Anita 
the following spring to win two stakes and 
two rich handicaps. 

► Don Reed noted dissatisfaction with the 
dates assigned to Maryland tracks. He ad¬ 
vocated a change that would take into con¬ 
sideration the opposition from New Jersey 
courses. "As it is, everyone connected with 
Maryland racing is kept in a turmoil. This 
goes from the track operators on through 
officials who handle the meetings, horse¬ 
men, gate men, ushers, mutuel employees 
and catering companies. And none of it 
goes toward more efficient operation in the 
state." 

► The annual meeting of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows was held in January 
at the Park Plaza Hotel in Baltimore. A

► Word was received that Mortimer H. 
Mahony, well known mutuels manager, 
had died at his Miami Beach home. Among 
his survivors were his three sons, Mor¬ 
timer, Jr., Riggs and Jack, all of whom 
worked in the pari-mutuels at Eastern 
tracks. Riggs, who became a mutuels man¬ 
ager in his own right, died five years ago. 
Mort is retired following a long career at 
New Jersey tracks. Jack is today mutuels 
manager at Timonium and is assistant 
mutuels manager at Pimlico and Laurel. 

► Joe Palmer devoted his column to Stone 
Age, Maryland's highest-ranking 2-year- 
old on the Experimental Free Handicap. 
The *Bahram colt out of Petrify was as¬ 
signed 116 pounds, along with five other 
colts. After leaving New York and coming 
to Maryland for the Pimlico Futurity, in 
which he finished sixth. Stone Age ". . . 
had given little except promises, for in 12 
starts he had won only a maiden race." In 
the Walden Stakes, however, Nick Combest 
rode him to a three-length victory, bringing 
his yearly earnings to $26,825. 
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► As interest in harness racing grew, the 
Maryland Harness Horse Association was 
formed, the president of which was A. B. 
Highley with W. E. Miller the vice- 
president. "The association has its office at 
the residence of the president on the East¬ 
ern Shore and numbers more than 150 
members." 

► In response to local interest, an article on 
the Welsh pony by Capt. Charles K. Bassett 
was reprinted from the Shetland Pony Jour¬ 
nal. Following a thumbnail sketch of the 
breed's history, the author summarized its 
strong points: "They combine a major 
soundness and brilliance in the walk, the 
trot and the canter. They are large enough 
so that they can be ridden and corrected 
during their training by a light, adult 
horseman. They are small enough so that a 
young rider feels at home on their backs— 
and small hands and legs fall naturally into 
positions for maximum aid and security."

January 7: "First stop today was at Harry 
Straus' Worthington Farm, where we saw 
Quarter Moon and New Moon again and 
the stable that Downey Bonsai is getting 
ready for spring racing."

The Two Billys 


Although early indications seem favorable, it would be premature at this time 
to say that the two bills pertaining to the Maryland Fund program will be passed 
by the General Assembly. 

But it is not too early to say that J. William Boniface and William G. Christmas 
have done an outstanding job in Annapolis. The two Billys have personally contacted 
scores of legislators, have visited with the governor and have made it their goal to 
attend every conceivable political function. 

Unlike race track management with its paid lobbyist, the two Maryland Horse 
Breeders representatives receive no financial remuneration for their efforts. They 
are there simply because they are both deeply involved in the breeding business, 
and they know how badly the industry needs help. 

The two bills (Senate Bill 281 and House Bill 611) are identical. They provide for 
an .84 per cent increase ($2.5 million) in Maryland Fund income. Because the two 
Billys are amateurs, because they are sincere and because they are hard workers, 
they have already gained strong support for our legislation. (The senate bill's chief 
sponsor is Tom O'Reilly from Prince Georges county. The house bill's main sponsor 
is Bill Cox from Harford county.) 

It is no overstatement to say that passage of these bills would put an end to the 
egress of Maryland breeding stock headed for neighboring states. The legislation is 
vitally important. And it does have a chance. 

Strong support from the MHBA's membership is needed. 

Legislators must be contacted—our two "generals" must be backed to the hilt. 


They have taken countless hours of their own time to walk the halls in Annapolis, 
and their efforts have been remarkably productive. We all owe them our profoundest 
thanks. But it's not thanks that they are looking for. What they want is obvious: 
help from every last one of the MHBA's 850 members.
